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Blinding 22 
Snow Dumped

AMARILLO, Tex. (AP) — A 


r a g i n g , blinding snowstorm 
that dumped up to 22'inches of 
snow on portions of New Mexi- 
co, Texas and Oklahoma today 
isolated scores of communities 
and caused three deaths. 


The storm, a near-blizzard at 


many 
points, 
continued 
to 


bring more snow to the south- 
western area during the day 
and whipped up drifts as deep 
as seven feet. 


Highways and schools were 


closed and hundreds of motor- 
ists were stranded because of 
the ice-coated roads and deep 
snow drifts. But the moisture 
was welcomed by wheat farm- 
ers. 


The storm's center was in 


eastern New Mexico, the pan- 
handle of Texas and western 
Oklahoma. Slow steady rains, 
sometimes mixed with snow, 
fell to the south of the storm's 
center. 


Near-blizzard conditions pre- 


vailed over most of the Texas 
panhandle with 22 inches of 
snow at Borger and more than 
14 at Spearman and 10 at Per- 
ry ton. 


Tribol Terror 
in Anti-white 
African Drive

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 


(AP)— A witch doctor's brew of 
tribal magic, terror, antiwhite 
hatred and crude Communist 
slogans is the latest formula for 
subversion and revolt in the 
Congo. 


The bloodstained rebellion in 


Kwilu Province is led by Pierre 
, Mulele, 34-yeai;-oId fopi^ir. edu- 
cation minister who has visited 
both Moscow and Peking. 


Mulele's Chinese - backed up- 


rising started six months ago 
with fewer than 75 men. Today 
he has several thousand fanat- 
ical warriors who control a re- 
gion half the size of Belgium. 


His soldiers say the white 


man stole their land and en- 
slaved them. They believe the 
Communists will bring them 
"wonderful things." 


American missionaires who 


survived attacks by Mulele's 
warriors reported hearing cries 
of "Russia" and "Moscow" as 
the terrorists closed in. 


The warriors told the mission- 


aries their chiefs promised the 
Russians 
would 
give 
them 


things possessed only by white 
men, and also would give them 
the land. 


Captured documents, however 


told of support from Peking for 
Mulele's revolt. 


Western experts say someone 


well versed in guerrilla tactics 
is behind the assaults on mis- 
sions in which an American 
woman missionary and three 
Belgian Roman Catholic priests 
have been killed. 


Government forces have cap- 


tured the notebook of a man 
who attended a guerrilla school. 
It is believed to be Mulele's.

Navy Sends 
Satellite Up 
Secretly

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Navy disclosed today it has se- 
cretly launched a satellite to 
monitor solar X rays and trans- 
mit the information to 15 na- 
tions during this period called 
the "years of the quiet sun." 


The satellite may help in 


eventual development of a sys- 
tem for predicting storms on 
the sun which bedevil some ra- 
dio communications on earth 
and pose a threat to manned 
space flight. 


The Navy in its announcement 


didn't give details on the size of 
the spacecraft or when it was 
launched but indicated it was 
put into orbit riding piggy-back 
on some other satellite. 


More information is expected 


at a news conference later in 
the day. 


Already, the Navy scientists 


reported, the satellite has de- 
termined that the sun is fast 
approaching its "minimum of 
activity" in its 11-year cycle of 
sunspot activity. 


This period of relative calm 


should last about two years, 
thus the 1964-1965 period was 
given the scientific designation 
of the international years of tho 
quiet sun. 


The Navy noted that the new 


spacecraft is the latest in a se- 
ries of Navy 
solar-monitoring 


satellites. Three others were 
launched in 1960, 1961 and 1963 
respectively but the Navy said 
the newcomer is now "the only 
active solar monitor in orbit." 


In explaining the potential 


value of the satellite, scientists 
of the Naval Research Labora- 
tory said solar X rays and ul- 
traviolet rays create the iono- 
sphere, the region of electri- 
fied air at altitudes of about 50

This Year 
Predicted 
to Be Better

NEW YORK (AP)—This year 


may turn out to be less of a 
carbon copy of 1963 than many 
business 
forecasters 
believe. 


There are different forces at 
work his year. 


The adjectives usually used to 


describe 1963 are 
bigger and 


better. Most predictions so far 
have pictured 1964 as becoming 
even bigger and still better. 


But some economists, particu- 


larly in the banking world, are 
now pointing out the factors 
that could make this year quite 
different from its predecessor. 
They still think, however, that 
business expansion will continue 
—it'll just be along new lines 
and for other reasons. 


The chief factors that made 


1963 bigger and better than first 
expected are listed by econo- 
mists of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, New York, as record auto 
sales, a good rise in homebuild- 
ing, a large increase in govern- 
ment spending and a sizable ex- 
pansion in money and credit. 
The bank economists see all 
four likely to play a smaller 
role this year. 


Both the auto and the home 


industries could have a good 
1964, the economists agree. But

Agreeing with this, the econo- 


mists at the First National City 
Bank, New York, point out: 
"With the boost that demand 
will be getting from the fax cut, 
a further stimulus from easy, 
money scarcely seems wise. I*> 
we are not to develop an unsus- 
tainable rate of expansion and 
borrow business from 1965, a 
monetary policy of judicious re- 
straint may well be needed to 
create a climate in which price 
stability can be achieved." 


Prices already are rising here 


and there, and increasing pros- 
perity could furnish the climate 
for a widening of this trend. Ir* 
the business sector this might* 
upset one of the factors that 
made for stability in 1963 and 
bolstered hopes for 1964: moder- 
ation in the matter of invento- 
ries. 


Economists at the Federal 


Reserve Bank of New York 
warn that "there is a risk that 
rising prices will spur stock- 
building." 


But on the whole, they see th1,^ 


present inventory situation as 
quite healthy. The current busi- 
ness -upswing is aging, as such 
economic cycles go, and at this 
stage stockholding usually is a

in 
spurring 
business 


along. But the Federal Reserve 
'economists note that "inventory 
levels relative to sales are now 
well below the levels reached at 
comparable stages of earlier 
postwar business cycles."

After Fringe 
Benefits

DETROIT (AP)-The United 


Auto 
Workers 
Union, whose 


contracts often set national pat- 
ferns, is going to drive hard for 
improved fringe benefits, par- 
picularly pensions, in 1964. 


The UAW is leaving ho doubt 


that fringe improvement will be 
an all-out goal, even if the un- 
ion unexpectedly were to pass 
up seeking a substantial wage 
increase, 
or 
possibly 
profit- 


sharing, in the wake of one of 
the auto industry's most lucra- 
tive years. 


UAW President 
Walter 
P. 


Reuther said he will nol ask 
contracts which would result in 
price increases, but he wrote 
President Johnson the industry 
could cut car prices $200 and 
still grant wage increases and 
fringe benefits. 


Ford Motor Co. reported that 


fringes such 
as pensions, life 


and hospital-medical insurance 
and 
supplemental unemploy- 


ment benefits cost 77 cents for 
every hour worked by every 
production employe in 1962. A 
spokesman estimaled 1963 costs 
were "subslanlially higher." 


General Motors said employe 


insurance cost it $175 million in 
1962; 
supplemental unemploy- 


ment benefits $42 million, and 
40,236 retirees drew $42 million 
in pensions. 


Fringe figure breakdowns for 


1963 are not available from any 
of. the automakers. The bureau 
of Labor Statistics reports the 
hourly straight-lime pay of auto 
workers averaged $3. 


Wages have risen seven cents 


an hour on a cost-of-living es- 
calator carried forward in the 
two-year 
contracts 
which ex- 


pire Aug. 31. For every .5 of a 
point the cost of living index 
rises or falls, wages go up or 
down a penny an hour.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court held 
in a precedent setting 4-3 opin- 
ion today that the State High- 
way Commission does not have 
to pay drainage district taxes 
on land it acquires for rights of 
way. 


The opinion was returned in a 


case involving t h e Highway 
Commision and Sub-District No. 
3 of Grassy Lake and Tyronza 
District No. 9 in Mississippi 
County but it would apply to dis- 
tricts anywhere in the state. 


The ruling reversed Circuit 


Judge Edward Maddox, who 
had held that the commission 
should pay the drainage district 
$1,307 in taxes chu- on 
two 


tracts, totaling 61.5 acres in- 
volved in the suit. 


The Highway Commission has 


taken more Hum 1.000 acres in 
several east Arkansas drainage 
districts for construction of In- 
terstate Highway 55. 


Associate Justice G e o r g e 


Rose Smith wrote the majority 
opinion for himself and Jus- 
tices Jim Johnson, Paul Ward 
and Sam Robinson. 


Smith wrote that if the court 


held that the land was subject 
to drainage district taxes, every 
tract of land taken in any emi- 
nent domain proceeding would 
be subject to future taxation. 


He countered arguments that 


other landholders in the dis- 
tricts would have to pay any 
taxes lost by saying. "That 
some shift in the tax burden 
may take place is merely one 
of the risks that every taxpayer 
incurs." 


Justice Ed McFaddin wrote a 


dissenting opinion in which he 
was joined by Chief Justice 
Carleton Harris a n d Associate 
Justice Frank Holt. 


McFaddin said he could agree 


that a drainage district or other 
taxing power could n o t assess 
taxes on public land if the land 
were already public when the 
improvement for which the tax 
is levied is made.

The famed bandleader of the 


1920s and 1930s had returned to 
his desert home after attending 
last week's funeral of the great 
trombonist, 
Jack 
Teagarden. 


Like many of the big names of 
the jazz and swing eras, Jack 
had been one of Ben's boys. 


Pollack, 60, can look back on 


a half-century in the music busi- 
ness. 


"I 
really 
started 
playing 


drums professionally when I 
was 10 and worked for an auto 
ride at half a buck," said the 
Chicago-born 
musician. 
"But 


my first steady work was with 
the New Orleans Rhythm Band 
which I joined in 1918."

Asia, Africa 
Events Cast 
a Shadow 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

Events in Asia and Africa 


cast a grim shadow over the fu- 
ture, raising the prospect—per- 
haps still years away — of a 
world divided into hostile white 
and nonwhite camps. 


Chain reaction explosions in 


Africa and shifting political pat- 
terns in Asia may be traceable, 
at least in part, to the battle 
royal between the Soviet Un- 
ion and Communist China over 
what directions the world Com- 
munist movement should take. 


This battle, which began in 


earnest about five or six years 
ago, had led Communist China 
to strike out on its own in those 
underdeveloped 
areas of the 


world where Peking seems to 
feel it can make the swiftest 
progrss. 


The Red Chinese are making 


some headway, too, and 
this 


likely is a source of alarm not 
only to the United States but to 
the man in the Kremlin. Willy 
nilly, events may push the So- 
viet 
Union 
and 
the 
United 


States closer together as the 
two powers with the greatest 
responsibilities and the most at 
stake. 


The cold war picture is affect- 


ed by the behavior of President 
Charles 
de 
Gaulle's France, 


which appears to be acting out 
a role of catalyst speeding up 
the action and reaction of new 
forces released by the Soviet- 
Chinese conflict. 


Perhaps De Gaulle, noting the 


decreasing communication be- 
tween Peking and Moscow, sees 
France as a prospective bridge 
between Red China and the 
West. There are no signs that 
Peking is looking for any such 
bridge. 


It is possible that De Gaulle 


sees a good chance of salvaging 
something of what France once 
had in the way of authority in 
the East and in Africa, and'that 
lie also sees advantages in get- 
ting in on the ground floor in 
trade with Red China. But if the 
lessons of the past are any 
guide France likely will be 
wary. She tried a decade ago 
to salvage something out of her 
crumbling Southeast Asian em- 
pire and came out of it empty- 
handed. 


What France 
may be doing 


these days, however, is confer- 
ring sufficient stature upon the 
Red Chinese regime to tip the 
scales at the next session of the 
United Nations and force Pe- 
king's entry at the expense of 
Nationalist 
China. Even 
the 


threat of such a development— 
in 
an 
American 
presidential 


year—can cause political tur- 
moil. 


This writer has just returned 


from the Middle East, where re- 
sponsible 
Western 
diplomats 


are exhibiting deep worry about 
the 
treaty alliances 
and the 


sporadic explosions in Africa- 
Zanzibar, Tanganyika, Uganda 
and possibly other areas later 
on. These may be earmarking 
1964 
as a bad year for the 


world's peace of mind. 


Red Chinese Premier Chou 


En-lai has been touring Africa, 
asserting Peking's intention to 
seize the leadership of the non- 
white world and turn it against 
imperialists. 


With the state of relations be 


tween the Chinese and Soviet 
Communist parties, even the So- 
viet Union and the European 
Communists it commands can 
be equated in the Chinese mind 
with the imperialist camp. 


Peking has displayed deep sat- 


isfaction with the way things 
are going in the underdeveloped I 
countries and with what it calls 
the '-national liberation move- 
ment." To Peking's 
way of 


thinking, a national liberation 
movement is any violent move- 
ment which expels U.S. and 
Western influence. The Soviet 
Union has accused the Red Chi- 
nese of using racial feelings to 
advance its claim to leadership 
of this violence and of deliber- 
ately setting white against non- 
white. 


Moscow regards all this so 


seriously that it would be no 
surprise if Premier Khrushchev 
braves the torrid 
springtime 


heat of Africa and drops in on 
festivities 
in connection with 


completion of the first phase of 
the United Arab Republic's As 
wan Dam. 


Such a trip might be intended 


less as a ceremonial attendance
